A great number of answers were obtained, 
and the results are tabulated in the report. 
These tables point unmistakably to the fol- 
lowing facts: 

First--That a great portion of the lands 
lying south of the city are suitable for irri- 
gation purposes, 

Second—That an insufficient amount of 
land is offered for a permanent disposal of 
tho city’s sewage. 

Third—That enough land is, however, 
available for a disposal during the dry sea- 
son. 

Fourth—That an insufficlent amount of 
sewage would be accepted in winter. 

‘These conclusions, the report says, clearly 
show that there is nodifficulty in disposing 
of the sewageon lands south of the city 
during the summer, but that in winter there 
isnodemand for it, which narrowed the 
probiem requiring solution to find a prac- 
tical method of disposing of the sewage 
during the winter months, and from in- 
formation furnished by the South Side Ir- 
rigation Company, it is estimated that there 
are Of an average 130 days per annum when 
the sewage must be disposed of by other 
methods, 

The report then gives an elaborate eéti- 
mate of the sewage that must be disposed 
of, together with the cost. 

The estimates of cost ara based upon the 
requirements of first-class work throughout, 
and upon the demands of a population of 
200,000 people. and a daily amount of sew- 
age equal to 20,000,000 gallons, with a max- 
imum flow of 30,000,000 galions. The ex- 
cavation and back filling together were fig- 
ured at an average cost of 50 cents per cubic 
roam, and 825 wefe allowed for 1000 bricks 
aid in strong mortar of English Portland 
cement, 

The cast-iron outfall into the ocean is es- 
timated to cost 360,000, and #20 WAS a3- 
suined to cover the expenses for the pur- 
chase of rights of way and the necessary 
ocean frontage. 

The outfall sewer should extend about 
2000 feet from the shore into 35 feet of 
water and consist of two pipes, each three 
feet in diameter, These pipes may be 
either laid on the bottom and covered with 
rip-rap, or laid in qa trench dredged five feet 
deep and covered with sand in order to 
make them safe from the action of waves.

Thirteenth—The draining of the cienega 
and incidentaily improving its value muy 
be accomplished by laying tiles in the same 
trench with the sewer, which tiles can drain 
into the creek. 

The best position of the outfall sewer 
where located through clay beds near the 
railroad would have to be carefully deter- 
mined in order to preventa jarring ot the

Fourteenth—lIf the sewage is freed of its 
floating matter, by screens placed on the 
line of the sewer near the coast, none of it 
can drift to points along the shore and there 
deposit. 

Fifteenth—By carrying the outfall 2000 
feet into the ocean from the shore and let- 
ting the sewage escape 25 feet below low 
water, no sewage will be traceable in the 
ocean water, even witn strong currents, at 
a distance of one and one-half miles from 
the outlet, and a chemical analysis will be 
unable to detect any traces of sewage at a 
distance of two miles. 

Sixteenth—While Los Angeles, at the 
present time, derives no income from the 
saie of its s¢wage from irrigation, and can 
presumably derive no income from such 
| source whilst it is obliged to solicit land- 
| owners to receive the sewage and to cuaran- 
| tee the users against loss by litigation, it is 
unquestiouable a fact that, with an outfall 
sewer, the city will be placed in an inde- 
pendent position and will be enabled to sell 
the sewage at market rates to those who 
desire its use. 

Seventeenth—-The income from the sale 
of sewage, at current rates, when the 
of thecity reaches 209,000 will 

over 3 per cent. on the investment in 
building the outfall sewer. 

Eighteenth—In view of the above, the 
commission recommends the construction 
of an outfall sewer to Ballona, with pos- 
sibly a temporary reduction in cust, by 
using a wooden flume in crossing the 
marshes near the sea,and by contracting 
for the sale of sewage water during the 
irrigation season. 

The Intericr system of sewers considered 
cy the commission is designed on the so- 
called separate plan, Le..the storm water and 
the sewage are not admitted into the same 


on account of the difference in cost of the 


in one and the same pipe, because large 
sewers can be egg-shaped 50 as to be just as 
self-cleaning as small ones with the same 
sinall flow of sewage. 


At the outlet the pipe should be turned up 


building storm drains. In the large cities 
of the Kast it has been found desirable, and 


the requirements of business, to provide for 


storms occurring only once in 10 years. In 
New York. Philadelphia, Washington and 
some other cities itis endeavored to build 
the sewers large enough, notwithstanding 
their greater rainfalls, so that the greatest 
Known sturm may be safely provided for. 

It has been suggested to spread the storm 
water over a nufiber of parallel streets so 
as to divide it, and thus make the stream in 
any one of them sma!l enough to be unob- 
jectionable. ‘This expedient has often been 
foitlowed in smaller cities, and it should be 
followed wherever practicable and econom- 
ical. Difficulties arein the way, however, 
when the quantity of water becomes great. 
Where vaileys are sharply defined, the 
water is almost always concentrated on one 
Street, and if this concentration once re- 
quires an underground removal, then a 
spreading out below is po longer possible. 

or instance, the water from the Arroyo de 
los Reyes, draining about 1500 acres, is nat- 
urally concentrated on Flower and Hope 
Streets, which are situated in the lowest 
partof the ravine. If the water is put into 
underground drains on these streets, it can- 
pot again be brought to the surface to flow 
once more in the gutters. 

The careful study of the topography, the 
probable quantity of storm-water and es- 
timates of cost will, in almost every case, 
determine the time when it is no longer 
economical to spread the water over several 
streets. 

It has been suggested to build as soon as 
practicable such drains that will iutercept 
the storm-water along its natura! course at 
different points, and deliver into the river 
or ravines along the nearest lines, instead 
of building them in the direction taken by 
the surface water at present. We have ex- 
amined the proposed location in a general 
way and cousider the arrangement a proper 
and economical one.

ING YESTERDAY. 


The Mayor is Sustained—The Cable 
Company Will Have to Place 
Fenders on Their Dummies—The 
Templé-street Ordinance is Ve- 
toed—Other Matters. 


The City Council met yesterday morning 
with President Frankenfield and Council- 
men Shafer, Brown, Hamilton, Van Dusen, 
McLain, Summerland. Wirsching and Bon- 
sall present. 


A message from Mayor Hazard announced 
that he returned without his approval the 
ordinance fur the regrading of Temple 
street. His argument was that the propérty- 
Owners Oppose the improvement, and to en- 
force the regrading at this time would work 
great hardship at the present time, when 
they do not believe their property will be 
improved thereby. He does not believe 
ane radical improvements should be under- 
taken unless a majority of the property- 
holders are in favor it, 

he vote by which the ordinance was 
adopted was reconsidered, on motion of 
Councilman McLain. 

Councilman Bonsall said that he could not 
tell how a majority of the property-owners 
oppose the regrading, and that the object of 

6 ordinance is to see how the people stand 
on the question. 

A motion by Councilman McLain to pass 

ordinance over the veto was lost by a 
vote of ayes 6, nays 3. 

The contract of Mr. Auslain for the build- 
ing of the schoolhouse was appreved. 

A lease of a lot on Downey avenue to the 
Los Angeles, Glendale ana Pasadena Rail- 
road at $1 per front feot was approved. 

Ordinances allowing property-owners on 
St. Julien and Marchessault streets to grade 
by private contract were adopted. 

An ordinance providing that all street 
cars shall have buffers and guards to the 
wheels was adopted. 

Councilman Bonsall moved that the vote 
by which the Temple-street ordinance was 
deteated be reconsidered, saying that he 
had intended to vote for it. Upon a motion 
by him that the ordinance be adopted over 
the Mayor’s veto, the Council refused to 
pass it by a vote of 6 to 3, Councilinan Sum- 
merland changing his vote to no.

THE SEWER ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


The committee of engineers a 
pointed by the City Council upon the 
subject of a sewer system for Los An- 
geles yesterday submitted their report, 
which is quite a voluminous document. 

The report retites previous plans for 
sewering the city, including that pre- 
pared by Fred Eaton in 1887, and in- 
dorsed by Rudolph Heriog—a member 
of the present commission—which plan 
involved an outfall system to the sea, 
by way of the Centinela ranch. The 
arrangement of the interior system 
under this plan is iff@orsed. ‘Then 
there was the more elaborate plan pre- 
sented by City Surveyor Eaton, in 1889, 
with an outfall to the sea by way of 
Ballona, the storm-water to be carried 
off in the same channels as the sewage. 
This proposition was lost at the polls. 
Next came the plan of the Citizens’ 
Sewage Commission, advocating the 
treatment of all sewage of the city by 
precipitation, filtration, or otherwise, 
and that no outlet be built to the sea. 
The interior system was substantially 
the same as in Eaton’s plan of 1887, 
but the estimate of cost was much 
lower than that of either of the two 
former. 


these previous plans, the report pro- 
ceeds to divide the subject into two 
heads—the treatment and disposal of 
the sewage, and the interior system of 
sewers. Under the first head, the 
various methods which have been in- 
troduced for the utilization of sewage 
are considered. Of the disposition of 
sewage on land, the report says: 


lt is universaily accepted by sanitarians 
and engineers that the most efficient and 
desirable disposition of sewage is by irriga- 
tion on suitable lands. The properties of 
the soil as a powerful deodorizer have long 
been recognized. Its capacity as a filter 
exceeds that of an artificial one, chiefly be- 
cause the irrigation fields represent a vastly 
greater area. The facts are that sewage 
can be made chemically pure only by land 
filtration, and that should always re- 
sorted to for the disposition of sewage 
wherever practicable. 


Among places which successfully 
utilize sewage are cited Berlif, Paris 
and Pullman, I[Il., at which latter place 
100 acres are made to yield a profit of 
ee per acre perannum. The report 
adds: 


Sewage farms need not cause any nuis- 
ance, and are not necessarily unhealthy. 
[he sewage shoulda be conducted in smooth 
artificial channels, and should only run in 
earth ditches for temporary purposes. 


Regarding discharge of sewage into 
the ocean examples are quoted to prove 
that sewage is not obnoxious at a dis- 
tance of more than a mile from the 
outlet. Then follows the following in- 
dorsement. of the utilization of sewagé 
on the land: 


It must appear that on account of the 
nearness of large areas of irrigable land, 
and the comparative distance to the ocean, 
a disposal of the sewage b tion is the 
most suitable method for Los les. 
Yet, notwithstanding the ‘‘distance 
to the ocean,”’ an ocean sewer is—as 
we shall presently see—recommended 
by the commission. 

The report then goes on to show that 
enough land is available, south of the 
city, to utilize the sewage during the 
dry season, but advances the argument, 
which was heard frequently during the

The plan 
has been tried in eastern cities, and 
has worked well. Why should it not 
be given a trial here? _ 


NEW crops adapted to Southern 
California are constantly being brought 
to the front. The Pomona Progress 
tells of afarmer near that place who 
has been experimenting in the culture 
of licorice root for the past two years, 
and is very much pleased with his suc- 
cess. The United States. consumes 
annually over $350,000 worth of this 
root, all of which is imported from 
Cuba and tropical islands in the Pacific 
Ocean. The Progress says it is esti- 
mated that, at the present quoted price 
for licorice root, a supply of it worth 
about $350 can be gathered from an 
acre after the first year. Another 
crop which might be introduced here 
is the peppermint, for oil. There are 
plenty of openings yet for small 
fortunes in the intelligent cultivation 
of the soil of Southern California.

In view of the above, the commission rec- 
ommends the construction of an outfall 
sewer to Ballona, with possibly a temporary 
reduction in the cost, by using a wooden 
flume in crossing the marshes near the sea, 
and by contracting for the sale of sewage 
water during the irrigation season. 

A little further light is thrown on 
the Ballona~question by the “thir- 
teenthly,”’ which declares that: 


The draining of the cienega and inciden- 
tally improving its value may be accom- 
plished by laying tiles in the same trench 
with the sewer, which tiles can drain into 
the creek. 

There is no doubt that such draining 
would, “incidentally,”’ improve the 
value of the Baliona rancho, but 
whether this would justify the tax- 
payers of Los Angeles in building an 
expensive outfall sewer through the 
ranch is another question. 

After this the report considers the 
question of interior sewers and rec- 
ommends the gradual construction of 
storm drains, apart from the sewers. 
We have no intention of entering 
anew into a lengthy disputation on the 
great but rejected Ballona project at 
this moment. 

Its marked disadvantages have quite 
recently been elaborately set forth in 
these columns,and have been com- 
mented upon in a very decided 
manner by the voters at the 
polls. We do not believe that public 
opinion on the subject has materially 
changed since then, therefore we say 
this: Should it be determined, in spite 
of the recent lesson, to re-submit this 
Ballona proposition to the voters, let 
there at least be an alternative offered 
them,so that more time and money 
shall not be needlessly wasted. Let 
the. voters be allowed the option of 
sewage filtration or precipitation and 
utilization alone, and if the same sys- 
tem complemented by an outfall sewer 
—a Ballona outfall sewer, if it must 
needs be. In this manner, we may 
hope to reach a practical solution of 
the vexed problem, otherwise we are 
likely to find ourselves just about 
where we stood after the recent sewer- 
bond election; for we believe the Bal- 
lona schenie, if re-submitted, will 
again be repudiated by the electors, as 
it should be. 


A PLAN FOR IMPROVING OUR

“STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


WHAT SHALL WE DO ABOUT 
THIS VEXED QUESTION? 


Plan Suggested by Which Streets 
Could Be Paved Without Hard- 
ship to Any One—Interview 
with Mr. Bonsall of the Board 

Public Works. 


A representative of Tur Times ran 
across Mr. Bonsall, chairman of the Board 
of Pablic Work other day, as he was 
getting intoa buggy, to look at the con- 
dition of certain streets, when he accosted 
him with the question as to the condition 
ofthe unpaved streets, since the heavy 
rains.

itor of Tue Times.] Now that the 
important question of sewerage is | 
again agitating the minds of the citi- | 
zens of Los Angeles, would it not be | 
wellto put some pertinent questions 
to be answered by the intelligent read- 
ers of your valuable paper? We are 
passing through a terrible financial 
maelstrom, in which hundreds of dol- 
lars are being enguifed. Whether this 
isdueto the natural depreciation of 
values, after the unnatural inflation of 
values ‘during boom times, or to other 
causes, is unnecessary for us to deter- 
mine. 

In these times of greatly depreciated 
values hundreds are on the verge of 
bankruptcy, and taxes are already 
| high. This being the case, is it wise 
to burden the already overburdened 
and oppressed people with a million 
and a half of debt, which 1s at best 
only an estimate, and our city officials 
never over-estimated the cost of pub- 
lic improvements. 

Would it not at least be well for the 
tax-payers (without regard to party) to 
look to the efliciency of the men into 
whose hands it is proposed to place the 
immense sum of $1,500,000, to be ex- 
pended at their own option ‘in an out- 
fall sewer, An engineer who cannot 
grade streets one-third of a mile over
